Mr. Stcpnenson, like Senator 
Scott, favored General Grant, bot the 
sentiment in his district brings overwhelm 
ingly large ior Washburne, he became 
convinced that it would not do lo misrep­ 
resent his constituents, au d tbcrciore he 
announced himselt a Washburne man and 
ah mid vote in the National Convention 
for his nomiii&'ioQ. 


WISCONSIN REPUBLICANS AND THE

The spirit which prevailed in the late 
Republican .State Convention attests ono 
tact, that the Republicans of Wisconsin 
will stand firm for the nominee ot the 
Chicago Convention.

Borne may prefer Blaine, 
tome Grant, some Washburne, and there 
are some who very mach desire Sherman, 
but still they are not auti-Biaino, auti-

B r a d f o r d , Pa May 7 —The destructive 
fire is still raging in Trim Hollow and Oil 
Valley.

Graut 4, and 
Sherman 2. 
It will be 8*ien that this Information 
comes from men of national reputation, 
and can be depended upon. While Grant’s 
friends expected a full delegation for him 
from Tennessee, they expected nothing 
(rom either Maryland or New Jersey, so 
that

balanced and 
nine 
votes 
gamed. 
Other 
reports 
from 
Mississippi, 
sent 
here, 
give 
Grant eight votes, but Senator Bruce says 
that his informant is in a position to know 
aud is reliable. The estimates kept by

votes, which leaves him but slxty.seven to 
get.

Hayes yesterday vetoed the Immediate 
Deficiency bill. He deserves the thanks/); 
the country for this prompt action, in ar­ 
resting a most mischievous kind of Demo­ 
cratic Legislation. The Deficiency Ap* 
proprlation was one of the most pressing 
measures before Congress; it was intro­ 
duced in the early part of *tho season, and 
permitted to drag along for months. 
In 
the meantime the Democrats 
attached 
political riders to the bill, changing and 
virtually repealing election laws, which 
are indispensable, to protect the polls of

session occarre I in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on last Saturday last, on the 
question of remitting the tax due from 
distillers. The facts are briefly these: two 
years ago the whisky manufacturers, asked 
Congress for permission to keep their 
whisky on hand two years, in addition to 
the one year allowed by law, without 
paying the tax 
Congress granted the re­ 
quest of the distillers, with the proviso 
that the distillers should pay five per cent 
interest, on the tax so withheld. The dis­ 
tillers now ask to be exempted lrom the 
payment of this interest, and a bill is now 
before Congress, declaring it shall be re­ 
mitted. The debate on this bill on Sat- 
urds? last, covers twenty broad columns 
ol the {Congressional Record; it brought 
out a vigorous defense of the Democratic 
House, not ooly of the manat&cture of 
whisky, but the drinking of it as well. A 
dozen or more Democratic speakers rushed 
to the defense of the whisky stiflers, with 
arguments that rn these times, would have 
been regarded stale, in a country debating 
society. The whole debate would make a 
curious document, for general circulation, 
to show the people how 
strongly the 
Democrats In Congress are wedded to the 
liquor interest. 
It Is impossible in a brief letter, to give 
even an outline of the saying? of some of 
oar wonderful law makers. 
It was stoutly 
argued by the Democrats, that whatever 
a farmer 
raises 
on 
his 
farm, if he 
cannot find a ready market for hts pro­ 
ducts, and if they boof a kind convertible 
into whisky, be ha9 the right so to dis­ 
pose of them. If the farmer raises corn, 
rye or potatoes, which he cannot sell at a 
lair price, it is his constitutional right to 
convert it all Into whisky; the property is 
his own, and no man bas the right to say 
what he shall not do with it. Mr. Mc 
Mahon said we should deal liberally with 
the whisky manufacturer, because from 
their business, the Government realized a 
revenue of $60,000,000 annually ; this, he 
said, went toward paying the public debt 
aod expenses of the Government. He 
spoke derisively, as did some other mem­ 
bers on his side of the House, of the sick­ 
ly public sentiment which, held whisky 
drinking wrong. 
Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, was in favor of 
legislation to encourage the manufacture 
of whisky; it woald, he said, invite more 
capital in tbat business. The statement of 
Mr Willis was about as follows: The larger 
the quantity of liquor manufactured, the 
greater would be the consumption ; there­ 
fore, his logical conclusion was, the more 
whisky used, the greater would be the 
revenue to the Government I 
Here is 
L!ourbon logic, for the people to consider. 
Vaaee, of North Carolina, 19 in favor of 
granting the right to every family, to dis­ 
til eighty gallons of liquor annually, free 
from taxation, for family use. 
The utter­ 
ances of these disciples of liquor need no'. 
be farther extended; (nose who desire 
more of this sort, should procure a copy of 
the Record. 
The debate was not allowed to be on the 
Demccratic side alone; Price,of Iowa, 
longer, of Michigan, Garfield, of Ohio, 
Haskell, of Kane™, and others, fired some 
bard shots into the whisky ranks, but the 
Iquor interest invests men in a coat of 
mail, which no amount of moral reasoning 
can penetrate. 
Mr. Garfield said, the 
effect of the bill would be to give to the 
whiskey manufacturers $2,000,000, to en­ 
courage their trade. He referred to the 
liquor power rn Congress, from fifty to a 
mildred thousand citizens, had petitioned 
for the appointment et a committee, to 
investigate the liquor trade, but no action 
had been taken, on the request of the 
petitioners.

UHE POETICAL COMET. 


D e le g a te .D ow ney*’* B a r a t I n to th e 
L ite r a r y S k y . 
Cincinnati Commercial. 
The sensation of the day has been the 
sadden and startling advent in literature 
of a congressman as a lyric poet. Last 
week Monday. Stephen W. Downey, dele 
gate from Wyoming Territory, introduced 
% bill, which, after a whereas declaring 
that the people of the United States are a 
Christian people, and firmly believe in the 
Apostolic Creed, appropriated $500,000 to 
be expended in commemorating, through 
suitable paintings by the great living ar 
fists of this century, upon the walls of the 
national capitol, the birth, life, death boc 
resurrection ot our Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
as told in our gospels. 
The proposition was remarkable enough 
to attract attention, but nobody expecieo 
it ever to be disinterred from the tomb oi 
the library committee, to which it wa*- 
promptly conngutd 
Next day Mr. Dow­ 
ney asked leave to print some remarks in 
support of the measure, which was, ot 
course, granted, as such requests always 
are. This morning the small but select 
circle of readers which the Congressional 
Record enj »ys, upon the opening ot thai 
periodical with the listless air that lie 
usually dreary appearance totters, wert 
amazed to find it leading off with a poem 
which, as they turned the leaves, wa* 
found to cover no less than fifteen of th 
broad pages. This poem was lntroduceu 
by the words in brackets: “Copyright. 
1880, by Stephen W. Downey ; all right*- 
reserved ” 
Under this was the title, “Ar 
gument of Hon. Stephen!W. Downey/' and 
then the remarks in prose, In which he 
had Introduced the bill referred to, aBd id 
support of its provisions had the honor to 
offer the following argument, entitled “ The 
Immortals. Dedicated to the Congress ol 
the United States.” 
Such an extraordinary production aa 
this could not fill to attract general alien 
tion, and it was brought before each 
branch of Congress as soon as they met. 
In the Senate Mr. Morrill introduced a 
resolution instructing the committee on 
printing to see that the so-called “argu­ 
ment” did not go Into the permanent edi­ 
tion of the Record though the matter was 
dropped there on information that the 
House was a1 leady considering it. lo the 
latter body General Garfield suggested its 
reference to the committee on rules, on 
the ground that a member had no right to 
publish a copyrighted work as a part ol the 
Record. 
The poet who had thus suddenly burst 
upon the world was wriimg at his desk in 
the extremest corner of the Chamber, on 
the Republican side, when Garfield began, 
but he came down in front and explained 
he hid only published the “argument” 
after consulting the librarian of Congress 
aa to bis right to print a copyrighted pro­ 
duction. Conger opposed the proposition. 
aa he does whatever Garfield advocates 
now a-days, and about half the members 
on each side voted against any interference 
with the unlimited right to prtnt now en­ 
joyed, but the motion was finally earned 
a small majority. 
The new aspirant for literary honors is 
a quiet man cf middle age, slight figure, 
and general appearance ol the book-worm 
rather than the politician. He is serving 
his first term, has rarely opened his mouth 
before, and was not known by sight to a 
large majority of his colk agues. 
It re­ 
quires but a brief conversation with him 
lo show that he is a religious enthusiast of a 
poetical turn of mind.who took to practicing 
law in order to earn his bread and butter, 
and has even pushed his way into cfflje in 
a community of practical pioneers, while 
In the time devoting his leisure to (books 
and his spare change to benevolence. 
His argument is the result of years oi 
Work, aud is so precious in his eye that ii 
seemed almost cruel to have It held up to 
ridicule, as it was ic debate. It Ie, In the 
author’s words, an epic poem in which an 
Ideal figure styled Phantasmagoria tells 
the story of b tr pilgrimage—a pilgrimage 
wjjich takes in heaven and hell, history,

His latest enterprise was a cigar and to* 
bacca store, which he lately said to other 
parties, that it might not take his time and 
attention from any of the duties pertaining 
to his office as City Marshal. 
Soon after the death of City Marshal 
Keating, which occurred Feb. 5, 1870, he 
was elected as his succeesor, and served so 
acceptably that this spring he was reap­ 
pointed to the position. As an officer too 
much cannot be said in his praise* He 
seemed tireless in his attention to the 
arduous duties of his office, aud food and 
rest were little thought of by him, when 
there was need of his services. 
Although 
crippled by the loss of one arm, yet physi­ 
cally he was able to cope with anyone. 
Of floe physique, wonderfully strong, and 
quick, he was ready for any emergency. 
He was fearless, though not reckless, and 
although having so many friends here, 
none were favored above strangers, when 
any duty was to be performed. Ho ex­ 
tended experience, his contact with the 
world added to his quick perception in 
reading men, and he proved himself skil­ 
ful in the detection 
of crime, and the 
handling of 
offenders. He maintained 
most excellent order 
on the 
streets, 
and few cities of.the eiza of Janesville, 
have been so free from thieving and burg­ 
laries as this. Much ot this quiet was due 
to him. He watched the trains closely, 
was quick to observe strangers, and tew 
"crooks" could hang about the streets 
without his eye being upon their move­ 
ments. His vigilance, activity,fearlessness, 
and impartiality have made his record one 
which has caused the public to appreciate 
his efficiency as a City Marshal. 
Alex. Russell was a big hearted-man. 
His was an emotional nature, and there 
wast tender side to him. Many a poor 
lamily, many a discouraged mao, ..crowds 
ol boys, will bear witness to this. He 
seemed to enj >y giving, and seldom spoke 
ot any act ot kindness, which he had done, 
aud many of these acts will never beknown 
save by the lew, uaiil the great record is 
laid open to a1!. 
Oftentimes in cases of 
poor persons who had unfortunately got 
into the clutches of the law, on some triv­ 
ial complaint, he would decline any of the 
feel he ii ad carnet!, and still more often was 
he found giving money, food, clothing, to 
those whose heeds excited Irs sympathy. 
He seemed to delight in seeing others 
happy, and was willing to make them sc 
eveo at the cod of sacrifice, and from one 
end of the city to the^otber will be found 
those who will speak most tenderly of the 
kiQdot :s and charity of Marshal Ra*selJ. 
He was also a man who had a sunny 
side as well as a tender side. 
He was 
social and affable and 
always seemed 
cheery. Few have a keener sense of the 
ludicrous, a more 
hearty appreciation 
of mirth than he, and he. would give life 
to any aecial circle into which he was 
throwo, yet with all tbis conviviality of 
nature, he never allowed it to lead him 
into dissipation. He was a man who never 
tasted liquor in any f orm, and, through all 
tbe chasges of of his varied Ilfs, never in­ 
dulged lo tbe social glass. So strictly did 
be stand aloof from intoxicants, that it is 
said of him, that when he lost his arm, and 
was faint with the bloody wound, he even 
then refused the glass of brandy, which
